JAPANESE MEET U. S. DEMANDS 


AMENDMENT TO 


REQUIRE VOTES 


OF ALL ON WAR 


Only 10 Signatures to Force 


Consideration—Farm 


Bill Delayed. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Only 10 


more signatures to a petition were 
needed to assure house considera- 
tion of a proposed amendment to 
the constitution requiring a refer- 
endum of the electorate on a dec- 
laration of war. 


Congressional interest in a reso- 


lution embodying such an amend- 
ment and in neutrality problems 
increased with national concern 
over the sinking of the American 
gunboat Panay by Japanese avi- 
ators. 
Senator Reynolds (d., N. C.) an- 
nounced that he" was considering 
introduction of a resolution which 
would call for the appointment of 
a committee of 20 or 25 congress- 
men to make a thoro investigation 
of the European and Sino-Japanese 
situations in order to decide what 
should be done to keep the United 
States out of war. 
Reynolds hinted that such an in- 
vestigation would involve at least 
& junket to Europe. "It might cost 
$100,000 but it might avert a war 
that would cost ?100,000,000,000," 
Reynolds said. 


Refer Housing Program. 


The senate banking and cur- 
rency committee referred the prei 
ident's new housing program to a 
subcommittee for further consider- 
ation before making Its report to 
the senate. 


Four Farm Bill Hurdles. 


Four remaining barriers con- 
fronted administration leaders in 
the senate as they strove for a 
final vote on the farm bill. 
Majority Leader Barkley warned 
that continuation of extraneous 
speeches would hasten the move 
for night aetatioog. 


Problem*, to be settled before a 
vote on the bill can be taken were: 
1. Conflict on provisions for 
financing the farm program. 
2. Determination of the amount 
to be appropriated for administra- 
tive expenses. 
3. Efforts of dairy farmers to 
protect their industry against crop 
control features, of the bill. 


4. Two major amendments in 
the 
form of substitutes which 
would set aside strict control fea- 
tures of the pending bill in favor 
of a plan to recapture export mar- 
kets and stabilize the domestic 
market.

The state planning board nan 
placed Itself on record as oppos- 
ing use of further federal funds 
to construct any projects on the 
North Platte river "which Would 
place an additional burden upon 
the supply of water available" 
until the Nebraska-Wyoming-Colo- 
rado Irrigation controversy can be 
settled. 
State Engineer Tilley, as chair- 
man of the planning board, sub- 
mitted a dissenting statement to 
the report of the Flatte river basin 
committee which met in Omaha 
last week, and recommended for 
immediate construction several ir- 
rigation projects in the 
North 
Platte basin of Wyoming.

ST. LOUIS. (#>. Facing sharp 


difficulty in selecting a chairman 
who would be satisfactory to all 
factions, the republican party's 
executive committee was engaged 
instead in the task of choosing the 
general membership of a policy- 
determining "committee of 100." 
Altho it had planned to name 
the chairman as the first step, the 
executive committee put the prob- 
lem aside temporarily. It faced the 
difficulty of not only finding a 
man who would be willing to serve 
but one who would be acceptable 
to the friends of Herbert Hoover 
and Alf M. Landon. 


Creation 
of 
the 
committee, 
which will prepare a new declara- 
tion of party principles, was au- 
thorized by the republican na- 
tional committee last month as a 
compromise - of -former President 
Hoover's plan^ for a 
mid-term 
party convention. 
, 
Having considered about half 
the names 'ji its strenuous sorting 
of 1,000 nominees, the executive 
committee hoped to complete dis- 
cussion of the others Tuesday. 
From behind the closed doors of 
its conference rooms came author- 
itative word that the committee 
had tentatively agreed 
to bar 
"politicians" from committee mem- 
bership. 


Chairman Hamilton of the na- 
tional committee said, "this is 
drudgery. We are progressing 
slowly thru a tedious job." 


By meeting- after midnight, the 


executive committee was able to 
push past the halfway mark in 
the consideration of prospective 
committee members. The conferees 
made a preliminary canvass of 600 
names in alphabetical order in a 
nine hour executive session. 
The carefully guarded list of 


persons suggested for chairman- 
ship of the "committee of 100" 
was understood to include about 
35 names, including those of uni- 
versity presidents, industrial lead- 
ers and other prominent national 
figures. 


Outside 
observers 
speculated 
chiefly upon four names as pos- 
sible choices for chairman of the 
steering group: President E. M. 
Hopkins of Dartmouth; 
J'j^e« 
Truslow Adams, 
the historian ; 
Senator Steiwer of Oregon and 
John H. Wigmore, Chicago legal 
authority.

20^p So, 


LIBRARY COUNTY 
SERVICE 


Law Permits It With Re- 


strictions, Says Miles. 


The Lincoln library "board is 
legally empowered to serve patrons 
in Lancaster county outside the 
city. Deputy Cily Attorney Miles 
said Tuesday in an opinion fur- 
nished to the board. The municipal 
code of 1936 provides that this 
service may be arranged provided 
charges are fixed and collected by 
the library board. This is in line 
with the Nebraska statute provid- 
ing for contracts between library 
boards and county commissioners 
or district school directors. Mr. 
Miles concludes, "I realize that Uie 
extension of the facilities of our 
city library to the inhabitants of 
the county would be desirable if 
such a plan can be worked out 
without placing the burden of the 
extra cost upon the citizens of 
Lincoln."

FARM BILL INTENDED 


TO STRIKE A BALANCE 


Vice President ^fimith of the 


Farm Bureau Says It Is 


Economical. 


CHICAGO. (IP). Earl C. Smith, 


vice president of the American 
farm bureau federation, described 
the purpose of the pending farm 
bill Tuesday as the restoration 
of the "balance between the three 
great economic groups, industry, 
labor and agriculture " 


In an address before the organ- 
ization's annual 
convention, 
he 


said the legislation now in the 
congressional 
mill 
provided 
an 


"economy of plenty" rather than 
an "economy of scarcity" and gave 
farmers an opportunity to control 
their surpluses rather than spec- 
ulators. 
Smith, who Is also president of 


the Illinois agricultural associa- 
tion ( contended the weakest point 
in the bill was the provision for 
surplus control enforcement only 
after two-thirds of farmers inter- 
ested in a certain crop voted for 
such action. He advocated decision 
by a simple majority.

vote on marketing quotas Refer- 
ring to the cost factors, he oplnad 
the legislation would be the "most 
economical contribution the gov- 
ernment ever made toward na- 
tional recovery."

Drop Homestead Tax Ex- 


emption to Take Up Gen- 


eral Revision. 


Following a desultory 
debate 
the legislative council, at its morn- 
ing session, decided that it did not 
have time and funds to make a 
thoro study of the proposed home- 
stead tax exemption. Several mem- 
bers said that care should' be 
taken that the council be not put 
in the attitude of picking: political 
chestnuts out of campaign fires. 
It will drop that as a special study. 
Decision aa to how much of a 
general tax revision study should 
be made was deferred till after- 
noon. Members thought that data 
already available from taxpayers 
league studies, university research 
and experience of other states 
would make thia task less costly. 
It also delayed selection of a 


permanent research 
director 
to 
carry on the work started by 
Hugo Srb, council secretary and 
temporary director. 
Senator Miller brought up the 


matter of relegating homestead 
exemption to a less important po- 
sition, because, he said, a thoro 
stu<Ty would be necessary in view 
of 
the 
"tremendous 
upsets 
it 


would cause in our tax structure." 
He later submitted the motion 
to extend the survey, after which 
the 
discussion centered around 


principally whether the instruc- 
tions were "definite enough" to 
the research director to be chogen. 
The council started the morning 
with discussing, where it left off 
the evening before, the question of 
whether to recommend that distri- 
bution of old age be made on the 
basis of needs and not on popula- 
tion. No final action was taken or 
suggested. Senator Brady said that 
the statement of the governor 
clearly showed that the board of 
control, in charge of state aid, was 
proceeding to spend $440,000 more 
than had been appropriated, altho 
levied and collected, and it was a 
question whether the council was 
to take any notice of a state de- 
partment 
arbitrarily 
budgeting 


more than had been legally appro- 
priated for the purpose and then 
asking: the legislature to make 
good the deficit that might be 
created. 


Senator Nuernberger sa. d that 


if he wt-s the governor and taced 
by the existing winter emergency 
he would have done the same, be- 
cause the legislature intended to 
include that $440,000 but thru a 
clerical error actually did not do 
so.

From in Shanghai. 


Relatives of John M. Allison, 32, 


American consul at Tokio but sta- 
tioned temporarily at Nanking, 
Tuesday believed the former Lin- 
coln man is safe at Shanghai. 
He was stationed at 
Tsinan, 
north of Nanking, for about a 
year. 
When the consular office 
at Tsinan was closed, Allison was 
assigned by the state department 
as second secretary of the lega- 
tion at Nanking 
He returned to 


Tsinan to get records and other 
data but found he could not get 
back to Nanking by the regular 
route, so he traveled by boat to 
Shanghai, where he was ordered 
to remain because of the imminent 
fal] of Nanking. 


His father, O. J. Allison, has not 
heard from his son since he re- 
ceived a cablegram containing this 
information two weeks ago 
The 


younger Allison was graduated 
from the University of Nebraska 
in 1927.

AMERICA SATISFACTION 


U. S. Protest Sent to Emperor; 


Four Bodies Recovered 


From Panay. 


TOKYO. (AP). Japan met the major demands of President 


Roosevelt on the sinking of the U. S. gunboat Psnay befor* 
they were presented formally. 


A Japanese note expressed regret, promised indemnifica- 
tion and stated measures already had -be-on taken to prevent 
the recurrence of the incident. 


A short time later the gist ofO 
— 
President 
Roosevelt's 
memoran- 


dum, 
demanding full satisfaction 
for the attack on the Panay, was 
presented to Emperor Hirohito, a 
high government official disclosed. 
It was reported the memoran- 
dum was received quietly. 
In Washington, the state depart- 


ment announced that the govern- 
ment had sent a formal note to 
Japan 
protesting 
against 
the 


bombing and demanding adequate 
reparation. 


Before the first American note 
was presented, however, the Japa- 
nese government had agreed to its 
major stipulation in a note pre- 
sented to American Ambassador 
Grew. 


Secy. Hull, meanwhile, discussed 
latest developments in the situa- 
tion with the president. A white 
house official said that Mr. Roosft- 
velt's message to the emperor was 
prepared by the president himself. 


Find Captain's Body. 


SHANGHAI. (Wednesday). IS1). 
The know death toll 
from 
the 


bombing: of the United States gun- 
boat Panay and three other Amer- 
ican steamers increased "to four 
when the badly burned body of an 
unidentified seaman was found. 


Three of the dead were Ameri- 
cans and one an 
Italian news- 


paperman. 


The seaman's body was found 
by the United 
States 
gunboat 


Oahu, waiting in the Yangtze river 
to rescue Panay refugees, who 
were imperiled again by a slash 
between Japanese and Chinese 
troops around Hohslen. 


It had been expected it would 
be possible to begin taking the 
52 survivors aboard the United 
States gunboat Oahu and the 
British gunboat Bee late Tuesday 
but the new outbreak of fighting 
interrupted plans. 


The two gunboats, along with 
the Japanese 
ship, Hozu, were 


lying at the mouth of a creek 
entering the Yangtze at Hohsien, 
about 45 miles up the river from 
Nanking. 


Naval rescue parties were last 


reported trying to make contact 
with the Panay refugees, on their 
way from Hanshan, some 20 miles 
inland, toward the river town, 
bearing their dead and seriously 
injured.

An attempt was made to induce 
the Japanese to withdraw from 
the area and stop the fighting

It is estimated that a maximum 


of 2,100 cars can be parked at 
one time m the congested down- 
town district defined as follows: 
O street, 9th to 19th; N and P 
streets, 9th to 15th; M and Q 
streets, 10th to 14th together with 
cross streets within that area. And 
there are an estimated total of 
30,000 cars in the county to be 
served. 


The above count is based on an 
estimated maximum of 42 cars to 
the block, both sides of the street 
and a total of 50 blocks. It does 
not include other heavily parked 
streets such aa L and K, 9th, llth 
and 13th, numbered streets being 
counted above only between east 
and west streets mentioned. 
It 


does, however, reflect probable 
maximum for those desiring to 
park near some store door.

of moisture to Lincoln as streets 
remained icy. Temperature here at 
1 p. m. was 25. 


The state highway department 
reported all main travel routes 
"covered' with ice." Auto clubs 
warned drivers to travel carefully. 


Ice Wor»t In Years. 


The present icy spell is the 
worst In years as it covers an un- 
usually large area, said F. L. 
Klletsch, In charge of maintenance 
for the state engineer. 
Lack of 


wind has prevented drifting. Three 
to six inches of snow fell at North 
Flatte and west to the state Una 
according to telegrams received by 
the highway department. Three or 
four inches fell at Ainsworth and 
Valentine, with probabilities of 
more snow. At McCook two inches 
of snow fell on top of light sleet, 
with no wind. Klietsch said the 
coating of ice on highways was 
thicker than on Monday.

DISCUSS STATUS OF 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


Board to Ask WPA Aid for 


Addition to Havelock 


High School. 


What is the status In regard to 
free tuition privileges in the Lin- 
coln schools, of crippled children 
brought to the Orthopedic hospital 
by the state child welfare bureau ? 
This problem occupied the atten- 
tion of the board of education for 
a time Tuesday morning at an un- 
eventful meeting. 
The question has been discussed 
by the board before, and its solu- 
tion now depends, said Atty. Wil- 
liams, on the action of the state 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. It was the thought of the 
board Tuesday that children now 
in school here should be allowed to 
continue, at least until a ruling is 
made. 
'; 
Harry Becker, director of the 
child welfare bureau, told The 
Journal that the state law does 
not include education for these un- 
derprivileged crippled children. The 
law provides only for 
location, 
treatment and 
after 
care. He 
pointed out that only seven of the 
30 children involved In the discus- 
sion are actually attending classes 
in Lincoln schools. The others are 
In ^convalescent homes. The bureau 
Is working out a plan with the 
teachers college at the University 
of Nebraska for the education of 
these 
convalescents confined to 
their beds. 
The board decided to investigate, 
with 
Arch. 
Wilson, 
the pos- 
sibility of WPA help in build- 
ing a wing on the Havelock high 
school for use of elementary school 
children, whose building has been 
condemned. An investigation las*. 
spring, during which plans were 
partially 
drawn, revealed that 
PWA aid would not be forthcom- 
ing. A. A. Dobson, member of the 
board, suggested that a WPA pro- 
ject In Havelock would be espe- 
cially welcome at this time, sfnce 
the BurlinflSfcm shops are sched- 
uled to close Dec. 18.

TEACHER EMPLOYMENT 
IS BEST IN 10 YEARS 


Teachen College Placement 


Bureau Has Optimistic 


Report . 


That the employment situation 
in the educational field is on the 
upward bound is indicated by the 
fact that last year the teacher 
placement bureau of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska received 1,807 
calls for teachers, considerably 
more than for any year during 
the past decade. Actually, says 
Prof. R. D; Moritz, director, more 
than 74 percent of the teachers 
registered with the bureau for the 
year 1936-37 secured teaching em- 
ployment in Nebraska or neigh- 
boring states. 
It • is not true that one-fourth 
of those registered were unem- 
ployed. Many of them did not seek 
placement; others entered occupa- 
tions of a different nature while 
a good many decided to remain 
in school and continue their ad- 
vanced work. Some could not ac- 
cept positions because of illness. 
The Important thing about it all, 
stated Director Moritz, Is, that 
during 1937 the supply of com- 
petent teachers was practically ex- 
haustedi 
According to his recently pub- 
lished report, of the 1,807 calls 
recorded 1,407 came from schools 
in the state. With few exceptions 
every county was served by the 
bureau last year. While the per- 
centage of placements was the 
same for the last two years, dur- 
ing the school year of 193S-36 
there were only 1,628 calls as com- 
pared to the 1,807 for 1937., The 
report shows that there were 859 
appointments the past year as 
against 972 the year before and 
1,311 registrants m 1935-36 and 
only 1,158 the last year. 
Director Moritz's statistics also 
reveal that Lancaster county led 
the list in the number of teachers 
placed thru the bureau, with a 
total of 57 during the year. Second 
was Cass with a figure of 24 
teachers and third Gage with 23 
teachers,

Nebraska in Area to Get 


5,000 More. 


CHICAGO. 
UPl 
Howard 
P. 
Hunter, regional WPA director, 
announced an immediate addition 
of 120,000 to 125,000 WPA jobs 
in 13 middle western states. 
The new jobs, he said, would 
be added principally in cities where 
industrial employment is low. The 
program was part or the 350,000 
jobs to be added to WPA sched- 
ules thruout the nation. 
Hunter 
said that despite the setup, rais- 
ing the employment .total from 
530,000 at present to 650,000, the 
total WPA employment for the 
area will be about 100,000 jobs 
under the peak of last year. 
The high point of 1936 was 752,- 
000 jobs in the area consisting 
of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Ohio, Missouri, 
Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Kentucky and the Dakotas. 
The percentage of increase over 
the area is 20 percent. Workers 
will not be crowded on to existing 
projects, but will be absorbed in 
new work. Thruout the nation the 
increase will raise the present 
WPA job total from 1,575,000 to 
1,925,000. Hunter explained there 
was a normal decrease in WPA 
employment last April and a 
sharper decline in July. The total 
of 2,200,000 relief workers in July 
was cut to 1,450,000 by the latter 
part of October to conserve funds 
for winter employment.

EMPLOYERS TO BE HEARD 


Ask Time on Unemployment 


Compensation Payments, v 
V. B. Kianey, commissioner of 
labor announced a public hearing 
on proposed amendments to Rule 1 
of the Nebraska Unemployment 
Compensation division to be held 
on Dec. 21 at 9 o'clock in his of- 
fice. The amendments pertain to 
due dates of contributions, defini- 
tions of newly subject employers 
and installment payments of newly 
subject employers. 
Under the rule now in force, em- 
ployers would be required to make 
monthly contributions and reports 
after the first of the year. The 
present existing rule also requires 
employers to report by the 20th of 
the month following the period in 
which the contributions accrue. 
The proposed changes .in the rule 
will allow employers to report 
quarterly, and the 
contributions 
for the first payment of 1938 will 
be due and payable on April 30. 
Thereafter, payment dates will fall 
on the last day of the month fol- 
lowing the period in which the con- 
tributions accrue. 
Commissioner Kinney said: 


"Many employers have requested 
to be allowed to make contribu- 
tions on a quarterly basis, and I 
believe it will be more convenient; 
from the standpoint of the report- j 
ing employers and will work out 
satisfactorily from the depart-1 
ment's standpoint. Some employers 
especially those with a great num- 
ber of establishments, have found 
it physically impossible to as- 
semble their records in 20 days. 
Therefore, we are proposing that 
payment dates fall on the last day j 
of the month following the vquarter j 
for which payments are due," 
' 
Employers who become newly 
subject after June SO of any calen- ] 
dar year will be permitted .under 
the proposed amendments to pay 
their contributions In installments. I 
Under the law when an employer • 
becomes newly subject, he must 
pay contributions based 
on his, 
wages from the first of the calen- 
dar year. 


ASKING FOR CORN LOANS 


About 250 Samples Received 


to Date. 


With machinery set up and in 
operation for making- federal corn 
loans, it appeared that Nebraska 
farmers in areas -where corn was 
produced in 1937 are taking ad- 
vantage of the 50 cent loan. About 
250 samples of corn from cribs al- 
ready temporarily sealed in coun- 
ties have 
been received at the 
state ACP office for moisture test- 
tog-Abner Chestem, members of the 
agricultural 
conservation com- 
mittee in charge of the work, says 
samples are arriving daily. Every 
sample thus far has tested below 
the 20 percent moisture maximum 
allowed. Practically all corn has 
graded U. S. No. 1 and No. 2. 
Most of the applications are 
coming from Di*on, Cedar, Cum- 
ing, Burt, Stanto.-i'and other north- 
eastern counties. Farmers in Dixon 
expect 600 applications In that 
county alone. Altho non-commital 
to the number of loans which may 
be made in Nebraska under the 
present program, Chestem expects 
the total to run up to about 6,000. 
If the loans are approved on the 
250 moisture samples now being 
tested, they would be on the basis 
of about 125,000 bushels. 
Sealers appointed by the state 
railway commission, it was re- 
ported, are finding that most farm- 
ers have suitable cribs for storing 
corn 
under regulations. 
Corn 
loans will be available to eligible 
farmers until April 1. They are 
to run for ten months, but all will 
be due Nov. 1.

WHY STEFAN VOTED NO. 
When the crop control bill came 


up for a vote in the house Con- 
gressman Stefan, a republican, and 
Congressman Coffee, a democrat, 
both from Nebraska, voted against 
it. 
Congressman 
Stefan gave 


reasons for his position in an ad- 
dress which he made on the floor 
of the house Nov. 30, last. Con- 
gressman Coffee hrd indicated op- 
position to the control feature by 
his efforts to amend the bllL Con- 
gressman Stefan, in his address to 
the house, made clear his opposi- 
tion to any bill that proposes a 
processing tax. 
That opposition 


was based on his contention, which 
he justifies by documentary evi- 
dence, that the producer pays the 
tax. In the course of his remarks 
he said: 


"I insist that there be nothing 
in the bill whereby the farmer 
Is again called 
upon 
to 
pay 
processing taxeg. In fact, I am 
opposed to processing taxes, and 
shall offer amendments to elimi- 
nate them if their approval is 
sought. I am so inclined because 
I have just read the report of the 
department of agriculture, which 
shows that the farmer paid the 
processing taxes on hogs. In a 
report by the bureau of agricul- 
tural economics made to the sec- 
retary of the treasury in 1937 it 
is stated that the farmer paid 
the processing 
taxes on hogs, 
rice, sugar 
beets and sugar 
cane." 
The congressman 
included an 


excerpt from the report in his ad- 
dress which says that "processors 
of hogs and distributors and con- 
sumers of hog products were not 
materially affected by the tax. Al- 
tho prices received by hog produc- 
ers were lowered by the tax, the 
funds derived by the tax were re- 
turned to the producers in the 
form of benefit payments. Such 
payments, added to the returns 
from the sale of hogs, resulted in 
a total income for hog1 producers, 
as* a group, of about the same 
amount as would have been the 
case had no tax been in effect." 
The congressman was opposed to 
collecting a tax from the producer 
and then returning the money to 
the producer as a. benefit payment. 
It does seem like a needless ac- 
tivity. 


Congressman Stefan justifies his 


vote by saying that he had re- 
cently returned from the 
home 


district. In some of the counties 
in his district a good crop has 
been produced. In others, no crops 
were raised. He added, "In these 
counties, farmers who have suf- 
fered four or five complete crop 
failures cannot visualize anything 
that spells restriction in crop pro- 
duction or compulsory crop pro- 
duction control." He said that 
unfortunate farmers favor 
any- 


thing congress can offer in a long 
range farm program that will 
eventually give them an 
equal 


chance with other business. 


Despite opposite the crop con- 


trol feature was included in the 
house bill and the indications are 
that whether the American people 
like it or not, the crop control 
feature will be incorporated in the 
law when passed.

Instead of losing its courage the 
United States has plugged right 
along. "In spite of the depression,

It is this hopefulness that 
distinguishes your continent from 
Europe, where there is hopeless 


.' depression and fear. 
This hope- 


fulness makes a comforting at- 
mosphere.

end by 


creating the things you hoye for." 
Depressions are but temporary mul 
comparatively minor economic ail- 
ments, if a nation hns hope for 
the future and the will to combat 
the troubles which beset it. The 


able warning. The sinking of the 
Panay forcibly concentrates atten- 
tion on this mistake. 


SEES A CIJMAX. 


Senator Pittman aays that the 


sinking of the gunboat Panay is 
the climax to an "intolerable" se- 
ries of incidents. The senator is 
obviously in error, if by "climax" 
he means anything like most read- 
ers suspect he means. The sinking 
of the Panay Is a serious develop- 
ment in the orient as far as the 
United States is concerned, in no 
small part because it has set off 
jingoes screaming for Japanese 
blood. 


The sinking of the Panay should 


mean to Americans, one of two 
things. It should mean either that 
the United States has been un- 
conscionably slow in getting^out of 
the danger 
zone or 
that 
the 


United States should have long 
since taken more drastic steps, 
should have demonstrated with 
firmness that it means to stay in 
China. 


It is impossible to believe ll~\at 


the people of the country feel like 
Fittman that the incident is the 
climax to a series of unhappy 
events and that, presumably, it 
means our piompt involvement in 
a war with Japan which will cost 
thousands of lives, millions of dol- 
lars and do no one in this country 
any good, except perhaps a com- 
paratively small number of invest- 
ors who have holdings In China 
and want to keep them producing. 


It is far more probable that 


some people feel that we should 
have taken steps to Interfere in 
China and others that w« should 
have gotten out of the 
danger 


zone completely and at once. One 
or the 
other of 
these courses 


should be followed. Sentiment ap- 
parently favors the latter course. 
The neutrality legislation enacted 
by the last two congreasee con- 
templated more or less complete 
isolation. Other policies Are de- 
signed toward much the same end. 


Our mistake then, was in not 


potting out of China with suffl- 
c»?nt promptitude after consider- 


IL DUCE'S LEAGUE. 


The proposal advanced by Mus- 


solini tor a sort of league of na- 
tions 
designed to 
supplant the 


present League of Nations, is one 
of those monumental gestures of 
which Mussolini is quite fond. 
It 


demonstrates a degree of finesse 
ot whJcl; many did not believe him 
capable. Mussolini is Inclined to 
bluster and barge along in cum- 
bersome fashion. White Mussolini 
is not "smooth," he is not as obvi- 
ous as one might tliink. 


No one believes that Mussolini 


has the peace and welfare of the 
entire world in mind. He is plainly 
disguising a move to bind the 
fascist powers together in a league 
which he may manage to control. 
Yet his device is clever and suffi- 
ciently disguised to make it ac- 
ceptable in the fascist nations. 


What the world fears most, and 


it has ample ground for its fears, 
Is that Mussolini Is drawing war 
lines about the world, rather than 
peace lines. The League ot Na- 
tions drew peace lines. 
It may 


have failed to keep the world'at 
peace. But it was not a cause of 
the wars which plague yie world 
today. 


The weakness of the League of 


Nations was countries like Italy 
and Germany and men like Mus- 
solini and Hitler. That will be the 
weakness of Mussolini's league if 
it comes into being and the par- 
ticipating nations ever 
dissent 


from Mussolini's opinion on any 
major question. 


Mussolini resents the imposition 


of sanctions in connection with the 
Ethiopian conquest. 
He resents 


the refusal of democratic powers 
to recognize his conquest. If, in- 
stead, he had abided by the deci- 
sion of the league the Spanish war 
would not have become a world 
war and the Japanese conquest of 
China might never have developed. 
Mussolini sees things differently. 
The league disagreed with him so 
the league was wrong. 
> 


The Mussolini proposal holds no 


hope for peace. It does hold hope 
for fascist conquest of the world. 
It is for that it is primarily de- 
signed.

"From time to time the Des 
Moines Register has called atten- 
tion to the work of the agricul- 
tural committee of the National 
Association of Manufacturers—a 
committee set up two yeara ago 
at the instance of a few eastern 
members of that association with 
midwestern backgrounds, who be- 
lieved that manufacturers gener- 
ally needed to be educated to the, 
economic interdependence of in- 
dustry and agriculture," comments 
that paper. "Usually we have 
commended the work. Once or 
twice we have pointed out what 
we considered mistakes. 
Always 
we have applauded the setting up 
of the committee and the ideas 
that led to that. 


"lowana had an opportunity last 
spring to get acquainted with the 
committee members and to ap- 
praise their program when the 
committee came to Iowa State 
college for a two day session with 
an approximately equal group of 
actual farm leaders from differ- 
ent parts of the state. So today 
we think it of real interest to print 
on this page the -recommendations 
of this committee, submitted Wed- 
nesday to the Congress of Ameri- 
can Industry, in New York City, 
by Warren M. Shoemaker, the 
present committee chairman. 


"There are, to be sure, some 
statements in this set of recom- 
mendations that in our judgment 
could be improved upon. For in- 
stance, the role of government 
in the recommended 
effort 
to 
achieve industrial-agricultural bal- 
ance seems narrowly defined, tho 
the specific things Indorsed, even 
as to this, seem sound. For in- 
stance, again, 
the reference to 
tariff policy leaves much of im- 
portance unsaid. But, if the past 
attitude of the dominant industrial 
groups is taken into account, we 
can afford to cheer the modera- 
tion of even the references to 
tariff. 


"Having Indicated these reserva- 
tions, we want to say that on the 
whole the report made to Industry 
by this agricultural committee is 
in the highest sense gratifying. 
The committee tells industry that 
industry cannot prosper at the ex- 
pense of agriculture. It tells in- 
dustry that equitable price rela- 
tionship between industrial goods 
and farm raw materials is 'essen- 
tial.' It calls on industry to resist 
war, restriction of free competi- 
tion and forces which lead to in- 
flation and deflation. It calls on 
industry to recognize the vital im- 
portance of promoting farm oper- 
ator ownership. It urges recogni- 
tion of the need of distributed pur- 
chasing power, especially in the 
lower income brackets. It stresses 
conservation of natural resources. 


"This, coming from a commit- 
tee ot manufacturers—and 
big 
ones, too—is progress, gentlemen! 
This is enlightenment on 
the 


march. Contrasting a position like 
thip with the position almost uni- 
versally taken by Industrialists 
only a short while back—the nar- 
row refusal to recognize any of 
the principles here indorsed—it is 
revolutionary. 
"We do not leap to the conclu- 
sion that the struggle is all over, 
that all Industry is going to be 
converted over night, even by a 
group of its own people. But 
something has been gained, some- 
Jifng of vast potential Importance. 
The leavon Is really working. We 
hope that the congress of indus- 
try will ratify the recommenda- 
tions without too much modifica- 
tion. It It ratifies them at all, with- 
out positive emasculation,, it will 
be no mean triumph." 


MORE OK LESS PERSONAL. 


There may have been bungling 


Ln the administration of parking 
rules and Jaws in the past here in 
Lincoln. There may 
be 
like 
bungling in the future. Every city 
has had its troubles 
with this 
trouble making 
problem. Town 
people have complained about dis- 
crimination in favor of visitors and 
now city visitors from our own 
county are complaining about traf- 
fic regulations. The situation does 
not call for threats from citizens 
of the city nor from our friends 
in the county. It does call for 
judgment and the exercise of that 
give and take spirit which ia a 
necessity 
in the settlement of 
every misunderstanding. 


The fact is that most city people 
gladly make concessions to visi- 
tors. Most of Lincoln's citizens 
want to see them treated as any 
host should treat his guests. The 
hope may be expressed that the 
council will yet find a way to 
satisfy the great majority of visi- 
tors and to grant as liberally as 
possible the requirements of city 
people. The fact is that people 
who own cars, both in the city and 
in the country, have discovered 
that it is becoming increasingly 
difficult 
and 
expensive to use 
them. No city has sufficient street 
room nor enough curb space to 
accommodate the car users who 
desire to park in the downtown 
districts. 


Here and there a parking1 lot is 
put to use. Such lots are needed. 
The city should have more of them. 
They relieve curb congestion and 
make room for the transient. Why 
not 
encourage establishment of 


more of them? 


The city library board is await- 
ing a report on a recent survey of 
the library and its activities. That 
survey has been completed and the 
report is now in preparation. It is 
assumed that the report will sup- 
ply the board with a basis for 
putting into effect needed changes 
in service given to the public, and 
that action will not be long de- 
layed after the report Is in the 
hands of library board members. 


Beet growers in the 
North 
Platte valley are having a run-in 
with soil conservation authorities 
at Washington. Beet growers have 
contended that fertilizer produced 
on the farm gives the best results 
in building up soil fertility. They 
argue that it is preferable for 
that purpose to commercial fertil- 
izers. The soil conservation offi- 
cials, however, have insisted that 
the rules and regulations of the 
department must be followed, and 
that means the use of commercial 
fertilizers. One of the results of 
the outcome of this controversy 
may be whether farm owners who 
use farm produced fertilizer, to 
the exclusion of commercial prod- 
uct, will be permitted to share in 
the benefits of the soil conserva- 
tion act as it will affect beet 
growers. 


The statement that Ken Wherry 
might conclude to run for congress 
In the First district is getting con- 
siderable publicity over the state 
Any move made In this district 
draws interest, as republicans are 
planning a campaign 
to wrest 
some of the Nebraska congres- 
sional seats from the democrats.

The Associated Press made no mis- 
take when it picked Ed Yinger 
from a Dallas paper and sent him 
to Lincoln to aid Jim Allison in 
the conduct of its Nebraska bu- 
reau.

alert, but unusually mature for his 
years. 
He brought to his work 
the alertness of youth, the Indus- 
try of a well balanced man, keen 
judgment and a discriminating 
sense of news values—qualities not 
always found in one man. And 
now Ed Yinger is dead at 2*— 
passing away when active life had 
scarcely begun. Those who knew 
him here, everywhere, are mourn- 
ing. 
His two years in Lincoln 
made for htm fast friends. 
That 
must have been so wherever he 
went.

MEN AND THINGS. 


Many people believe that Roose- 
velt will run for a third term, no 
matter if his intimates say he 
wants to lay the burden down. 
They have good reason for the 
belief. It la* the most natural thing 
in the world for a man in whom 
s been lodged temporary power, 
no matter how small the scope of 
his influence, to wish to hold onto 
it as long as he can. Here is a 
man holding greater power than 
any predecessor, one who enjoys 
its possession and exercise, with 
thousands of men personally bene- 
fited by his continuance in office 
and threatened 
with losing fat 
jobs if he drops out continually 
whispering in his ear that the 
country needs him. Roosevelt can 
renominate himself with ease, and 
the machinery with which that 
can be accomplished exists to put 
him across at the election. 


David Lawrence nods now and 
then, as perhaps you have noticed. 
Usually he is able to see as far 
into the interior of a proposition as 
the man who laid it down, but 
when he says that the reason the 
railroads are so bad off financially 
is the Smoot-Hawley tariff caused 
foreign trade to fall off 50 per- 
cent or more, he is taking too 
large a bite of one cherry. Foreign 
trade fell off so sharply because 
we quit loaning money to foreign- 
ers so that they could buy goods 
from us. No other nation has a 
Smoot-Hawley tariff law; yet in 
all of them their foreign trade 
has fallen off. 


The fallacy of Mr. Lawrence's 
argument is shown by the fact 
that foreign trade np-,er exceeded 
10 percent of th« whole business 
of the country; that if the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff bill was so great an 
offender against public Interest 
and if it was responsible for the 
drop of foreign trading, the ad- 
ministration would have repealed 
it long ago or at least provided for 
its amendment in some other way 
than by Secretary of State Hull 
at his leisure and In secret. We 
of Nebraska need only look out 
the window or at the news col- 
umns to know why railroad in- 
come has shrunken: drouth, cur- 
tailed plantings of crops, killing- 
off of pigs, trucks, buses and 
private automobiles. 


Catholic ecclesiastics are doing 
an excellent job of chiding the 
female of the species for what they 
call in plain terms indecency of 
attire. One of them said the other 
day in a radio speech that the 
women would do well to note how 
the men dress, that they are al- 
ways conservative^! this respect, 
and that it is a queer inversion of 
roles that the men are modest m 
their garbing while the women arc 
taking off more each year, thus 
making men the conservator of 
private morals. There are several 
men we could mention who could 
not qualify in the conservative 
dress role, but it is not necessary 
to bring that up. We await re- 
ports from our scouts on whether 
the Catholic women pay atten- 
tion.

might have been picking up a use- 
ful knowledge of Spanish, German 
or French, In this era ot applied 
science and cosmopolitanism th*. 
individual with a classical literary 
education lives under a handicap. 
Perhaps the course called domes- 
tic science i« a step in the right 
direction. In school every boy and 
girl should learn how the various 
mechanical aids to modern com- 
fortable living work and how to 
make ordinary adjustments and 
repairs of such apparatus, whether 
in his or her own home or for an 
employer. It is as silly to call a 
service man wnen a pilot light re- 
fuses to function or a fuse burns 
out as it would be to call the doc- 
tor whenever you contemplate add- 
ing another item to the baby's 
diet. 


Anoxia from chronic 
carbon 
monoxide gassing is far more fre- 
quent than most of us Imagine. 
The manifestations of this condi- 
tion are , often unrecognized or, 
more accurately, they are ascribed 
to other causes than oxygen de- 
ficiency. Consider briefly some of 
the characteristic symptoms or 
signs of carbon monoxide anoxia, 
or anoxia from any other cause 
for that matter, and you will read- 
ily understand how the condition 
can go undiagnosed. 
Frontal headache Is one of the 
earliest and most suspicious indi- 
cations of anoxia from CO, espe- 
cially in a person not subject to 
headaches. When it is accompanied 
with a sense of constriction or 
pressure upon the temples and a 
throbbing in the head, it Is high 
time to make a quick getaway, 
If you can still navigate under 
your own power. Case in point: 
Man sat reading in his library 
late at night. Window open 20 feet 
across the room, neighbor's drive- 
way eight or ten feet from open 
window; car standing In drive 
with engine Idling. Suddenly the 
man became conscious of an odor 
which suggested a leakage of nat- 
ural gas, used in his home for 
heating. Before he could move to 
investigate he felt a great throb- 
bing in his head and a sense of 
pressure on the temples, and col- 
lapsed. He had been gassed by 
the carbon monoxide from the ex- 
haust of the automobile engine, 
drifting straight thru the window 
and across the room to where he 
sat. Remember, it takes but one 
part of carbon monoxide (itself 
ordorless) in 500 to 1,000 parts 
of air to overcome any one. A 
large number of the workers In a 
manufacturing establishment were 
overcome one day when the smoke 
from a nearby stack happened to 
blow into the room where they 
worked at a long bench. Traffic 
police at congested points, pedes- 
trians in tunnels, patrons entering 
large service garages, cooks and 
laundresses and tailors or pressers 
using gas burning apparatus, un- 
wary folk using portable heaters 
without flue connection, often auf- 
fer from anoxic headache, if not 
from more alarming symptoms of 
carbon monoxide gassing.

oat to the Westfield airport, the 
most open bit of country available, 
for a demonstration and official 
tests by the American Automobile 
association, to prove his claim it 
could travel 50 miles an hour over 
a field. 


"She'd be awfully hard to stop," 


said the tall, thin man. "Look at 
icr, only four feet high. It would 


hard for field artillery to hit 


her at 200 yards if she were 
standing still—and with her speed 
and power, well—figure it out." 


The 
tank 
he ^demonstrated 


weighs about six tons. Its steel is 
11-16 inch thick. It is powered 
with a 430-horsepower 
(Curtis- 


Wright) aviation motor. 
It can 


carry three or four men and a 
quick-firing1 field piece operated 
from the safety of its turret. 


Altho understood to be avail- 


able to the United 
States, this 


;ank was made under contract for 
Morris Industries, ltd., the British

U. S. PROTEST MADE TO JAPAN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—(AP) 


—The text of the United States 
note to Japan formally protesting 
the bombing of American war and 
commercial ships follows: 


The government and people of 
the United States have been deep- 
ly shocked by the facts of the 
bombardment and sinking of the 
U. S. S. Panay and the sinking or 
burning of the American steam- 
ers Meiping, Meian and Meisian 
by Japanese aucraft. 


The essential facts 
are 
that 
these American vessels were in 
the Yangtze river by uncontest- 
ed and incontestable 
right; that 
they were 
flying the American 


flag; that they were engaged in 
their legitimate and appropriate 
business; that they were at the 
moment conveying American of- 
ficial and private personnel away 
from points where 
danger had 


developed; that they had several 
times 
changed 
their 
position, 


moving upriver, in- order to avoid 
danger: and that they were at- 
tacked 
by 
Japanese 
bombing 
planes. 


f 
Four Group Attacks. 


"With regard to the attack, a 


responsible Japanese naval ofli- 
c^r at Shanghai has informed the 
commander-in-chifcf of the Am- 
erican Asiatic fleet that the four 
vessels were proceeding upriver; 
that a Japanese plane endeavored 
to 
ascertain 
their nationality; 


flying at an altitude of 300-met- 
ers, but was unable to distinguish 
the flags; 
that 
three Japanese 


bombing 
planes, 
six 
Japanese 


fighting 
planes, 
six 
Japanese 


bombing planes, and 
two 
Jap- 
anese bombing 
planes, »in 
se- 


auence, made attacks which re- 
sulted in the damaging of one of 
the American steamers, and the 
sinking of the U. S. S. Panay a'nd 
the other two steamers. 


Since the beginning of the pres- 


ent unfortunate hostilities between 
Japan and China, the Japanese 


government and various Japanese 
authorities at various points have 
repeatedly assured the government 
and authorities 
of 
the 
United 
States that it is the intention and 
purpose of the Japanese govern- 
ment and the Japanese 
armed 


forces to respect fully the rights 
and interests of other powers. 


U. S. Property Destroyed. 


On several occasions, however, 


acts of Japanese armed forces have 
violated the rights of the United1 
States, have seriously endangered 
the lives of American nationals 
and 
have 
destroyed 
American 


property. In several instances, the 
Japanese government has admit- 
ted the facts, has expressed re- 
grets, and has given assurance 
that every precaution will be taken 
against recurrence of such inci- 
dents. 


In the present case, acts of 


Japanese armed forces have taken 
place in complete disregard of 
American 
rights, 
have 
taken 


American life, and have destroyed 
American property both public 
end private. 
In these circumstances, the gov- 


ernment of the United States re- 
quests and expects of the Japanese 
government a formally recorded 
expression of regret, an under- 
taking to make complete and com- 
prehensive indemnifications: and 
an assurance that definite and 
specific steps have been taken 
which will ensure that hereafter 
American nationals, interests and 
property in China will not be sub- 
jected to attack by Japanese armed 
forces or unlawful Interference by 
any Japanese authorities or forces 
whatsoever."

of studying new forms of taxation 
the council should devote 3t«j at- 
tention to cutting down expendi- 
tures and that this could best be 
done by giving entire attention to 
the tax spending agencies of the 
government. He said it had been 
argued by men with some knowl- 
edge of the tax situation that gov- 
ernment expenses could be cut 
down 40 percent, and he thought 
that the cauncil should see if it 
could not aid. 


Senator Miller said that 
the 


homestead exemption might not be 
on the ballot next j'ear and that 
time and money in study would be 
wasted. 
It was retorted by sev- 


eral that it would certainly be be- 
fore the next legislature.

but was, nevertheless, 
both 


sound and shrewd. He' started by bid- 
ding his anemic diamond suit rath< 
than his very fair clubs, because it 
seemed probable that he himself 
would end up declarer in a no trump 
contract. If that happened, he pre- 
ferred to scare off a diamond lead. 
On the second round ol bidding he 
was not exactly fond of jumping to 
two no trump when holding only 
singleton in partner's suit, but took 
that course as the least of evils. 


West opened the deuce of hearts, 


dummy ducked, and declarer took 
East's king. Five club tricks, two 
hearts, and one diamond now were in 
sight. 
The best place to find the 


ninth trick appeared to be in the 
spade suit. With that view, declarer 
led the spade jack and, when West 
ducked, went right up with dummy's 
king. 


It is quite true that had the jack 


been allowed to ride it might ha' 
driven out the ace, rather than the 
queen, from East. But this was not 
the real crux of the situation. 


Declarer was playing duplicate, not 


rubber bridge. There was an even 
chance that the king, if played on tht 
jack, would hold the trick. If it did 
declarer not only would have found 
his ninth trick, but he would havt 
retained his timing, which meant that 
he would have opportunity to go ou 
for extra tricks. Obviously, there was 
not an even . chance that the jack 
would hold the trick. 
At best, it 


would lose to the ace. When thi 
spnde king held and declarer's second 
heart stopper thus remained Intact, 
he was able to go out for extra tricks 
He entered his hand with a club and 
led a low diamond toward the queen 
West ducked and the queen won. Th> 
entire club suit then was run on* unti 
only five cards remained in all four 
hands. 
Declarer's were the Q-3 


nearts and the A-7-5 of diamonds. 
Dummy kept the 10-6 of hearts and 
the 10-9*6 of spades. 


West found himself against the 


wall. He had to hold the jack and 
one heart to stop that suit. He was 
afraid to discard a diamond lest de- 
clarer establish a fourth diamond 
while retaining his heart queen. 
Therefore, West let go the spade ace. 
Declarer then cashed the diamond 
ace. East, oh the run of clubs, had 
discarded his low diamond and his 
jack fell on the ace. Another diamond 
threw West on lead with the ten. He 
cashed his king, but then could re- 
turn nothing but a heart to the com- 
bined tenace in the North-South 
hands.

associates and

have remained largely British, but 
his companions are usually persons 
he has come to know thru his 
American-born duchess. 


It is a quiet group, rarely seen 


in 
public and 
completely 
un- 


ostentatious 
in private, 
greatly 


subdued since the days when the 
duke was a gay prince charming- 
bachelor king, and the duchess was 
a leader of Europe's "smart set." 
Since postponing their industrial 
tour of America Nov. 5 and set- 
tling down at the hotel,'the Wind- 
sors have spent much of their time 
alone. Mornings 
they 
work on 
their correspondence. 
Afternoons 


they go for walks, or the duke 
plays golf and the duchess takes 
a drive. Evenings they dine in 
Paris restaurants. When the royal 
exiles do have 
guests or 
visit 


friends, however, they are usually 
Americans. 


An exception to the American 


rule is the man who is closest to 
the duke of Windsor, Maj. E. D. 
"Fruity" Metcalfe, Irish sports- 
man, former equerry and devoted 
friend of Edward. Metcalfe, who 
followed the duke into exile in 
Austria and served as his best man 
in the 
wedding 
June 3 at 
the 


Chateau de Cande, has come to

Edward. 
Another 
former 


equerry, Lord Brownlow, who ac- 
companied 
the 
duchess to 
the 


Riviera on her flight from England 
during the abdication crisis in De- 
cember, 1936, has also been stay- 
ing here and has dined frequently

Since his 
abdication the duke 


has had little contact with the 
church. Friends said he "realized

BRAIN-MUSCLE HOOKUP 


DURING MENTAL WORK 


Developed by Experiments 


Conducted at Indiana 


University. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. <^>). A 


discovery that when a man does 
mental work the muscles all over 
his body also get busy was made 
public at Indiana university. The 
muscular 
accompaniments 
were 
found all the way down into the 
egs. Indiana's experiments, made 
on persons sitting at rest, mem- 
orizing poetry or working mental 
arithmetic, reveal a mind muscle 
lookup 
beyond the 
consciously 


felt body .tension that everyone 
ms noticed and beyond the slight 
muscular tones previously found 
in scientific tests. 


Indiana discovered In thought 


the muscles acted like violins all 
playing a subdued, synchronous 
jingle note. This note was made 
>y action potentials, or electrical 
strains, of a few millionths of a 
volt and a millionth of a millionth 
of an ampere. The muscle-thought 
symphony was not sensed by the 
thinkers. It was detectable only 
with an oscillograph and ampli- 
'ier. This is an instrument of elec- 
irical circuits and vacuum tubes. 
It attaches to the body by taping 


a bit of metal, hooked to 


wire. 
It is so sensitive that the 


person under test must be inside 


wire cage, the walls of which 


bar outside electrical interference. 


In this cage three experiments 
i mental work were made by 


Roland C. Davis, associate profes- 
sor of psychology and William A. 
Shaw, now of Columbia univer- 
sity. The person' under observa- 
tion sat in an armchair. He re- 
axed 
for 
five 
minutes. 
Then, 


without moving, he did five min- 
utes' mental. work. Afterward he 
rested 
and worked 
alternately. 


The oscillograph was attached to 
a forearm. During rest, with mind 
idle, it drew a wavy line, each 
wave the sign of an action poten- 
tial in the forearm muscles. 


During mental work the waves 


in the arm line grew larger. The 
increase was n rise

The waves made a sig- 


nificant 
change 
whenever this 


test was given after "practice.* 
They became smaller, more.nearly 
the size of waves of complete 
rest. The mental practice, which 
made the head work easier, was

fluence on performance. 


Distraction had the opposite ef- 


fect from practice. 
Singing and 


loud noises outside the cage in- 
creased the size of waves from 
the forearm.

the council on petition, containing 
340 names of Lancaster county 
farmers, asserting a boycott on 
Lincoln in event signers are not 
accorded unlimited parking privi- 
lege except in 15 minute stalls, 
and along O street, 9th to 15th.

"taut with parking space so limited 
the problem ia difficult. -We have 
not, however, given up hope of 
reaching a solution."

ASSISTANCE TO AGED. 


TOPIC OF DISCUSSION 


Legislative Council Members 


Talk With Governor and 


Director Vandemoer. 


The legislative council devoted 


its entire afternoon session Mon- 
day to delving into the operations 
of the old age assistance law, In 
order to dispel some wrong popu- 
lar notions as to the amount of 
funds available and to inform 
themselves as to how its working 
might be improved, possibly by 
changing aid basis^to need. 


Governor Cochran and State Di- 


rector Vandemoer were questioned 
for several hours, and out of the 
welter 
of . conversation 
t h e r e 


emerged these facts: . 


That the legislature appropri- 


ated $7,500,000 for the biennium 
for old age assistance, aid to de- 
pendent children, help to the blind 
and handling of surplus commodi- 
ties, and that the state budget for 
those purposes was based on that 
sum, 
most of which is matched by 


federal funds, in spite of the fact 
that by a legislative error $440,- 
000 of this amount was not appro- 
priated altho it is being collected. 
It will be available for appropria- 
tion by the next legislature. 


That the decrease in monthly 


payments to needy aged that fol- 
lowed the start of the new bien- 
nium last July was not the result 
of cutting down previous appro- 
priations, but to the fact that for 
the preceding months tax collec- 
tions so overran estimates that it 
was possible to increase monthly 
allotments for that period. 
That the committee has author- 


ized during the four winter months 
a total of $220,000, or half of the 
$440,000 represented by the error, 
on the theory that as the legisla- 
ture will meet Jan. 1, 1939, five 
months of increased payments may 
be safely made since it can then 
appropriate the $440,000 that will 
by that time have accumulated in 
the treasury unappropriated. 


Deficit to Be Small. 


That at the worst there will be 


no greater deficit than $175,000 
since $100,000 has already been 
saved out of the 
$576,pOO ear- 


marked for purchase of surplus 
commodities, the law being that 
whatever is not used In any six 
months period reverts 'to ojd age 
assistance, and there will be sur- 
pluses where counties do not use 
all of the sum allocated to them. 


Governor Cochran said that it 


v-«£ impossible to make an esti- 
mate for the reason that head tax 
collections and other sources of 
revenue are increasing. Also it is 
impossible to say how much will 
be turned back out of surplus com- 
modities. 
"When 
the 
legislature 


meets the biennium will have six 
months to run and if it appropri- 
ates taxes collected there will be 
no deficit that would force a re- 
duction in monthly payments for

Nut Cake Recipe 


Three tablespoons grated choco- 


late, six tablespoons soaked bread 
crumbs, two tablespoons flour, four 
eggs, six tablespoons sugar, six ta- 
blespoons ground nuts or almonds, 
cream or milk and butter comprise 
the ingredients for the nut cake. 
Beat butter and sugar to a cream, 
add chocolate and mix thoroughly, 
then add the ground nuts, bread 
crumbs, flour and finally the egg 
whites, beaten to a stiff froth. The 
cake should be well beaten or it is 
apt to be heavy. When well bdat- 
en, pour into a cake pan and bake 
in a slow oven for about three- 
quarters hour, when the cake 
should have risen. When done, turn 
out of pan and let stand until cold. 
Cut cake carefully into one or two 
layers, and fill with a mixture of 
ground nuts worked to a smooth 
paste with a httle warm milk or 
cream, butter and sugar. Cover 
the oake with a topping of this 
mixture, sprinkle with chocolate 
and finely-chopped nuts. 


Mexican Jelly 


Mexican jelly calls for two large 


cucumbers, peeled and sliced, one- 
half cup cold water, one and one- 
quarter tablespoons granulated gel- 
atin soaked in one-half cup cold 
water, few drops onion juice, few 
grains cayenne, salt and pepper, 
green vegetable coloring, cucum- 
ber, tomato and truffle for garnish- 
ing, red mayonnaise (colored by 
tomato juice or catsup) and one ta- 
blespoon vinegar. Cook cucumbers 
and cold water slowly until soft. 
Force through puree strainer, add 
gelatin, onion juice, vinegar, cay- 
enne, salt and pepper. Color green, 
strain, and mold in individual molds 
or large mold. Turn out and gar- 
nish sides of mold with thin slices 
of cucumber shaped with small, 
round, fluted cutter. 
Arrange 


halved tomatoes around mold, each 
garnished with cucumber and truf- 
fle. Serve with red mayonnaise 
It's nice as a course between en- 
tree and mam dish.

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should be undernourishment in 
any form. Yet, many infants suf- 
fer from malnutrition or under- 
nourishment. 
In the majority of instances, this 


physical disability does not result 
from inadequate food, but it comes 
from the neglect of proper medical 
supervision and providing variety 
in the foods. Many breast-fed in- 
fants receive an inadequate amount 
of milk and nourishment because 
the nursing mother has an Insuffi- 
cient diet 
Too little attention is 


given to the need of a well-balanced 
diet for the mother. When this is 
not provided, both the mother and 
child suffer the ill effect. Under such 
circumstances, the infant Is sure, 
sooner or later, to become the vic- 
tim of malnutrition or to develop 
other physical ailments. 


Bottle Feeding 


The child ahould be taken away 


from the breast as soon as any 
signs of undernourishment appear. 
With correct bottle feeding and the 
giving of supplementary foods, the 
malnutrition can be overcome. 


Some infants are unable prop- 


erly to digest and absorb their 
food. This may be because of some 
physical defect or a constitution^ 
disorder. Immediate medical su- 
pervision is needed to prevent seri- 
ous complications. 


Although undernourishment may 
appear at any time during infancy 
and early childhood, It usually oc- 
curs during the early weeks of 
life. It should be suspected as soon 
as there is any loss in weight or 
failure of the infant to gain weight. 
It is important that the weight of 
an Infant be carefully watched and 
every measure taken to insure 
gradual weight increase. 


Lowers Resistance 


The danger in undernourishment 


is not so much in the loss of weight 
as it Is in the lowering of the re- 
sistance of the infant to disease. 
During the first year of life the in- 
fant is susceptible to certain ail- 
ments. This danger is increased if 
undernourishment is present. 


As I have indicated, the weight 


of an infant is our best index of 
its progress. As a rule, a healthy 
infant will gain from five to eight 
ounces a week. 
After the sixth 


month this gain Is much slower, 
usually a weekly average of three 
ounces. Infant boys usually weigh 
about two pounds more than girls 
by the end of the first year. 


Certain factors must be taken 
into consideration In all weight 
studies. But if the Infant is 10 
per cent below the average weight 
for its age, there must be a sus- 
picion of some underlying disorder.

NANKING FIRES BLAZE 


AS JAPANESE SEIZE IT 


SHANGHAI. IS"). Great 
fires 
blazed in fallen Nanking as the 
Japanese army, pursuing its pun- 
itive mission deep into China, 
rolled on past the conquered cap- 
ital.Japanese fliers reported flames 
raging thru what had only a few 
weeks ago been the proud seat of 
Generalissimo Kai-Shek's govern- 
ment. 
Fragmentary reports, filtering 
in over disrupted communications, 
indicated 
actual 
fighting 
had 
ended within the walls of Nanking 
and the Japanese troops, without 
slackening their offensive cam- 
paign, were carrying their opera- 
tions farther afield. 
Unverified reports of the Jap- 
anese virtually slaughtering the 
defeated Chinese soldiers around 
Nanking circulated here, giving 
rise to grave fears for the safety 
of Nanking residents as well. 
Nothing could be learned about 
the Americans who were in Nan- 
king when the Japanese stormed 
its gates Dec. 10. 
Kadio messages from foreign 
gunboats on the Yangtze said the 
Japanese and Chinese were still 
fighting in the vicinity of Hohsien, 
about 45 miles up river from Nan- 
king. Hohsien was where Amer- 
ican refugees of the Panay bomb- 
ing were taken. 
PEIPING. l/P). Time turned back 
ten years here when the old five- 
barred flag of the national Chi- 
nese government blossomed forth 
again, heralding the establishment 
of a new provisional government 
for the part of China conquered 
by the Japanese. 
The new government, formed 


under the aegis of the invading 
Japanese, lacked a president, but 
three ministries were formed—ad- 
ministrative, political and justice. 
(A Japanese announcement of 
the new government received in 
Shanghai said the regime included 
two former presidents of China, 
three former premiers, five former 
finance ministers and four other 
one-time cabinet officers.)

PRICE REI1ERA1ES 


Power Secondary, Says Tri- 


County Manager on Eve 


of Departure. 


NORTH PLATTE. CT). Donald 


D. Price, resigned general man- 
ager of the Platte Valley (Suther- 
land) public power and irrigation 
district, said Tuesday, "I still have 
faith in the project to do the thing 
for which It was originally planned 
—development of cheap water to 
farmers. 
"I have no sore spots and I hava 
no hard feelings against PWA or 
anything else. It's nothing but the 
fi-iendliest feeling. I will do every- 
thing possible to see that the pro- 
ject is developed and is success- 
ful." 


The 51 year old engineer made 
this comment as he prepared to 
leave the 
$10,165,000 
PWA fi- 
nanced project he began "dream- 
ing about 25 years ago" and which 
he regards as "my child." Eta 
resignation, effective Wednesday, 
came recently ater 
Washington 
PWA officials 
advised 
the dis- 
trict's directors they should obtain 
a "power minded" manager. 
"This project will operate and 
can be made to liquidate if prop* 
erly handled," Price continued. "It 
won't be able to pay interest for 
a few years, but inside of ten 
Years it will catch up and r ^y all 
back interest. 
"AH of this, of 
course, is on the supposition it is 
properly handled and doesn't go 
too deeply into some of these 
things. It was created for irriga- 
tion and I have stuck by thafc all 
along. The greatest benefit to be 
derived 
to the state 
and com- 
munity from the development ot 
this project is irrigation; power 
is secondary. "Who pays any at- 
tention to his electric light bill? 
The farmer, however, wants cheap 
water to put on his land." 
He pointed out that the district 
now is constructing a number of 
rural electrification lines, "but un- 
less the farmers get water for ir- 
rigation so they can raise their 
crops and make money they won't 
have anything with which to make 
the necessary 
electrical pur- 
chases." 


Price, a Nebraska resident since 
1887 and former state engineer, 
related how his "dream" first took 
tangible form in 1932 at the time 
RFC was making loans for such 
projects. 
Just as RFC approval 
was to be made, he said, PWA 
came into existence and the appli- 
cation was transferred to the 
latter agency. 
"The original- estimate of less 
than ,$5,000,000 was made when 
everything was at rock bottom," 
he said. "Later, it was raised to 
$7,500,000 to be more in accord 
with existing costs. Then increases 
came with the enlargement of the 
Sutherland reservoir from 140,000 
to 180,000 acre feet of water ca- 
pacity and a 40 foot increase in 
the power plant head." 


Altho $10,165,000 has been al- 
lotted and obligated. 
Price esti- 
mated "another million will Just 
round out the project and clean up 
the odds and ends."
